= What might get in the way: The entire East 
Barracks compound needs new utilities and 

wiring, along with seismic upgrades and disability 
access. Furthermore, part of the site also lies 

ona former Hudson's Bay company cemetery, 
meaning extensive archaeological and spiritual 
considerations must be considered before any of 

the ground is disturbed. The cost is expected to be 
tens of millions of dollars.
